On glancing 
at the scorcft il miglit be thought that 
McGill did nol cxn.icrfwc* much diffi- 
culty in overcoming their opponent!. 
Noverthelcso the Toronto men alt put 
Up a game fight and dcjcrvc full cre- 
dit for the ihowing they made. The 
good feeling displayed between both 
teams was admirable, and there was not 
one instance of an argument concern- 
ing the flcorc. The spectator^ of which 
there were a fair number, showed them- 
selves Very appreciative of the game, 
and applauded heartily every exhibition 
of fine play 

The tournament was, of cour«c ( not 
finished today, only one of the two pre- 
liminaries In the doubles being played 
off. All the prelims in the singles were 
completed. In the doubles Ramsay and 
Douglas* of McGill, were victorious 
ovci' die Elue and White duo, Gulllct 
»nd Banbury; this match provider! a 
very Interesting exhibition of tennis, A 
most remarkable matdh un» the one 
between LarWn, of Toronto, unci Mor- 
rice, who took from abotrt 3 o'clock till 
S.15 bofow Morricc got the two s*ts 
necessary to th* winning of the match. 
In the second set, eighteen garnet had 
to be played befora Morricc gained the 
edge on his opponent. Morricc played n 
fighting game throughout, although 
Larkin gave him a stiff opposing game, 
and overwhelmed Larkin in the last -set. 
when the Intter's wtoy broke down. 

The following i» an outline of the 
tournament : 

SINGLES 

1. — Guillet (Tor.) vs Ramsay (McG) 
—Ramsay won in two sets, 6-.Î, 6-0. 
The two were pretty well even for the 
first set, but Ramsay had mastered 
Quillets' chop stroke in the second, mak- 
ing effective vest of a vigourous 'fore- 
hand drive. Guillet, who is captain of 
die Toronto team, was very quick in 
the rallies, and showed occasional brill- 
iance, but Ramsay was two strong for 
him. . 

2. — Scott (Tor.) vs Brown (McG)— 
Scott won, like Ramsay in two sets, the 
score being 6-2, 6-4. This was the Blue 
and White's only victory ; it was a good 
game and one in which the excitement' 
was sustained throughout the game. 
There were several sensational recov- 
eries by both players. 

3. — Larkin (Tor.) vs Morris (McG) 

1 — A very close match, in which Mortice 
won out in the last two sets, by scores 
of 4-6, 10-8, 6-0. Morricc, who is Ju- 
nior Tennis Champion of Canada, show- 
ed truly commendable fighting spirit, 
and "stuck to it" all the way through. 
He has a very' clean-cut style, which is 
pleasing to the eye. Larkin, his oppo- 
nent, is a steady player, very coal, and 
a careful placer of shots. 

4. — (Burrows (Tor.) vs Douglas (Mc- 
G) — The laurels went to Douglas, in a 
match of three «cts-, dn which the scores 
were 1-6, 6-2, and 6-2 again. Douglas 
was very weak in the first set, and 
seemed to have lost his bearings. In the 
last two he noticeably improved, and, 
mastered the backhand stroke of Bur- 
rows with a masterly overarm drive. 
He finished off the match in very neat 
style. 

This finished the singles netting 3 
points for McGill and 1 for Toronto! 

The one doubles match which was 
played resulted in a victory for McGill, 
was the star attraction of the afternoon. 
Ramsay and Douglas represented Mc- 
Gill, while Guillet and Banbury bore 
aloft the Blue and White standard. Mc- 
Gill won the first set, but in the se- 
cond- the tricky lob-shots of the Tor- 
onto men almost put them off their 
game. Douglas tended to weaken tow- 
ards the end, but Ramsay and Guillet 
provided no little excitement by their 
furious fends close to the net. Although 
they lost the second set, the McGill men 
set their teeth and won out in the last. 
Score: 6-2, 3-6, 6-2. 

This last game gave McGill another 
point, making the total score.
